Jat. Bishop Possesses One ot the Host 


'Valuable Assortments in America. 
Mr. Heber R. Bishop, of Sew York, 


is one of the few men that can boast of 
having made, at the .age of 30 years, 
by his own exertions, $1,000,000. ,He 
did so in mercantile- trade in CubaJ, 
With tthe leisure that wealthrgiveg to 
its possessors, Mr. Bishop has "studied 
and become an authority on oriental 
art!, Heisamongthe'numberthatbe- 
lieie the Japanese, G&inese and In- 
dian conception of art to be much 
higher than that of modern rat! 
"The present hope of the French 
school," he says, ""is in falling back 
upon these principles of oriental art." 


Mr. Bishop's especial interest ism 


jade, and his collection, with the ex- 
ception of that owned bylfr. Walters, 
is undoubtedly the first in America. 
In order to bring his collection to its 
present state o! completeness, Mr. 
Bishop has spent much time and 
enormous sums of money. 
Unlike 


Mr.' -Walters, "who .began collecting 
before jade was fully appreciated by 
modern nations, and.who, in cense-. 
qtfence, secured many bargains, Mr! 
Bishop has gathered his .specimens 
during its high tide of popularity. 
For one piece alone he has paid $100,- 
000. 
On that occasion a friend said 


to him: "It takes grit to give so much 
for so little." 


While searching in China for jade, 


Mr. Bishop found that th» Chinese 
reverence it to the extent that they 
make government property of a part 
of th« country in which a good piece 
is found. Naturally, they do not al- 
IOT?- it to be brought away without re- 
ceiving a suitable recompense. Mr 
Bishop excuses this great 
extrava 


gance in jade by assuming that it has 
been a very wise and safe investment 
He has succeeded in getting together 
a collection of typical pieces; that pos- 
sess not only exquisite beauty but an 
immense educational value. As one 
of a collection also the value of the 
individual pieces is greater than ii 
would be if they were scattered among 
assorted objects of art. 


Mr. Bishop tells many amusing 


anecdotes in connection with his 
searches for jade. While in Japan he 
sad a young native as courier, whose 
intelligence and gravity afforded him 
much amusement.

Bishop saw a small specimen that 
pleased him, and using one of our per- 
slexing slang expressions, he caned 
ont:

phone message from Republic camp 
on the north half of the ColviUe reser- 
vation, says that the miners have cross- 
cut 24 feet of ore in the big ledge on the 
480-foot level and the drills were still 
inore. The news of the big strike haa 
spread to the surrounding mining dis- 
tricts and the excitement it intense. 
Conservative mining men say that 
such an ore chute with such value*— 
8800 per ton—is unprecedented la the 
mining history of the continent. 


The great chute has now beta proTed 


for a depth of 430 feet and a length of 
400 feet. 
It is nowhere less than five 


feet wide and the width rn&aaahigh 
as 25 feet 
Contrary to the general 


rule in gold mining, the ledge in tljp 
richest at the widest points. The mine 
is 80 miles from a railroad and tha ore 
is freighted that distance over a moan- 
tain road and shipped to • Pnget 
Sound smelter.

In a communication cboot tobacco, 


in tiie Scientific American. Prof. John 
W. Mallet, of the University of Vir- 
ginia, says amoDX other thing*: 


"Ignorance of easily asc«rtainable 


scientific fact* is, however, common 
enough, as often illustrated by the 
brown, oily material formed in the 
nicotine, though in reality this is mere- 
ly the tar produced by the action of 
heat on the woody fibre of the leaf. 


"Nicotine when pure is a colorless 


fluid of some-.i bat oily consistence and 
strong, peculiar, penetrating odor, but 
it darkens on exposure to air and light, 
becoming first yellow and then brown, 
so that it looks, in this darkened con- 
dition, something like the tarry mat- 
ter which soils a smoker's fingers or a 
handkerchief through which tobacco 
smoke is exhaled, or is often noticed 
as deposited in the stem of a pipe. 
This tarry deposit has nothing essen- 
tial in common with nicotine, and con- 
tains but traces of this alkaloid, when 
any at all. A part, but only a small 
part (about one-seventh of the experi- 
ments of Melsens), of the real nicotine 
of tobacco is volatilized without de- 
composition; the remainder is burned 
and destroyed in the process of smok- 
ing

per, etc . as present in the paper wrap- 
pers, would be at once seen to be gro=s- 
ly improbable if it were but remem- 
bered that the wrapper is a single
